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This responds to the Examiner's election requirement of March 19, 2004. 

As set forth in other documents being filed contemporaneously herewith, this response is 
being filed by inventor/assignee Horwood, due to the unavailability of his joint inventor/co- 
assignee Lovell. 

The Examiner has indicated that the application contains claims directed to patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention. However, the Examiner has not clearly identified each 
of the disclosed species (MPEP 809.02(a)) except by way of figure groupings 1 and 6. In other 
words, there is no detailed indication of a substantive basis for the aforementioned restriction. 
Applicant respectfully requests clarification in that regard, and reserves its rights to revise its 
election in view of any such clarification or upon further consideration of same.

In addition to the above-indicated election, please amend Claim 17 of the above- 
identified application as indicated on the enclosed separate sheet. In this regard, Claims 1-18 
were previously presented. Claims 1-16 have been withdrawn without prejudice, and Claim 17 
has been amended. Thus, after entry of the present response, Claims 17-18 will be pending. 

By the foregoing comments, Applicant has addressed the restriction requirement. In view 
of same, Applicant respectfully submits that the foregoing claims should be allowable, notice 
whereof is respectfully requested of the Examiner.
